The below illustration is the standard design except for the area 
of the shoulder armor . In the drawing below, the shoulder armor Is 
designed for tho ranks of Captain and above. To make the uniform correct 
for the lower ranks, the shoulder armor is solid all the wav across the 
shoulders with no ceremonial award necklace. A collar is worn much 
like a close fitting neck brace with th rank insignia upon It.

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MATERIALS! Karate G1 top Gray vinyl Short Robe Pattern 

There are many different, ways to make inexpensive body armor. I 
used a Karate Gi top with the sleeeves removed and dyed to a smoke gray 
color. I cut out shoulder armor from teh gray vinyl and attached It 
to the Gi top I admit this doesn't sound like much but it works and 
gives the desired effect with a lot less expense. 

Another method is to aqulre a short robe pattern and use the gray 
vinyl for the material. MckI i f i cat ions to this design are to leave the 
sleeves off. Cut the vinyl into two inch strips and sew the strips 
about 1 inch apart vertically cm to the vinyl robe. Cut out shoulder 
armor and add the same two inch strips and sew them 1 inch apart except 
lay them from shoulder to shoulder, horizonta11y. Although this method 
looks the most authentic, it is also extremely warm in most environments.

MATERIALS, Black shirt or turtleneck Black pants or sweatpants 

These items sorta speak for themselves. The uniform pants may also 
be a smoke gray color. Closer examination of photos reveal that they 
ere gray in color with a ribbing design. These may be accented by adding 
creative jewelry or designs but not to a point of extreme. After all. 
Kllngons are not real flashy in thier uniform but each shows a distinct 
sign of 1ndivdua1ity.

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MATERIALS; Black vinyl Football Forearm Guards Thin Cuago Plastic 

Begin by cutting the black vinyl Into pieces that will cover the 
padded sections of the forearm guards Sew those sections on to the 
guards. Cut four strips ol black vinyl to lengths that will circle 
the ends of the guards Take one strip and sew tire edges together. 

Inside out. Do the same to the rest of the strips, then turn them 
i ight side out. If you have done it correctly, you should have four 
black vinyl tubes. Stuff the tubes with matting and sew each tube to 
one end of tire forearm guards, ensure you center the tube with the 
center of the guard. Sewing the ends of the tubes flat will finish 
I lie basic design Using the thin guage plastic, cut out the letters 
of youi KItugon intlals including honorific. Color the letters gold 
and attache to the Bracers. To complete the effect for the uniform,

MAT ERIAL S: Kung Fu Sash Choice of color material 

A Kung Fu sash is about five inches wide and is a length that can 
be cut to an appropriate size The sash should be four to five inches 
wide and drape from the right shoulder to the left side of the waist 


Upon the sash is worn usually the family line symbol and/or the 
branch symbol. A Battle Sash Is an award of honor and should be worn 
proud 1y .

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MATERIALS.: Gray Navy Blanket or a Blanket that can be dyed gray 

The Command Cloak is a long sleeveless vest worn by the officers 
in charge of a unit or command. Lay the blanket out flat and find the 
center from each edge. Start with one edge and fold the edge over into 
three or four inch section. Keep folding the section until the width 
from the center of the blanket to the edge of the section matches the 
measurement from the center of your neck to the edge of one shoulder. 

Repeat for the other side of the blanket. Sew the folds together 
at one end of the blanket. After both sections are sewn together, turn 
the blanket so that the stlching is underneath. Cut slits into the 
sides between the folds to make arm holes. To accent the command 
cloak, attache some brass sections near the top of the cloak and 
glue symbols to these.

The buckle is the is the hardest piece to create First thing 
to be done is cut the design of the buckle out of the plastic. Cover 
the design with black vinyl and glue it to the plastic. Cut the 
plastic to a width of about $ inch and make a border on the buckle. 

Glue the border to the vinyl and paint it gold Make sure the 
buttons can lay flush against the vinyl before gluing in place. The 
pattern for the buttons should be three at the top and two at the 
bottom. Use velcro on the back of the buckle to attach to the belt.

The main piece of an Imperial Kllngon costume is the headpiece, also 
known as the turtle head, speed bump or cheese grater. This item is 
usually made-up of two sections, the latex ridge and the wig. The latex 
ridge or appliance is very difficult to create If you are not use to 
working with latex. The first step is to clioose a design tor the ridge 
that you want to have. Looking at photographs or drawings of K1logons is 
one method of choosing or design your own. After a design has been 
chosen, model the clay on the bust to the same design and allow it to 
set. The clay should not harden completely! use a clay that will not. 
harden) and apply the plaster to the sculpture and cover the design 
completely. Allow the plaster to set. Once the mold has hardened, 
remove it from the bust. Turn the mold where you can see the design and 
brush the latex into the mold over the design Apply as many coats or 
layers as wanted and allow it to dry. 

Carefully, peel the latex appliance out of the mold and apply a 
light coat of baby powder to both surfaces of the appliance. r,*t the 
apppllance on a styrafoam head 

Next step, cut the section from tin* wig where the appliance will 
be. Turn down the cut edge of the wig and glue to the appliance and 
let the glue dry. Take the extra hair from the wigh and cut.attach as 
desired for eyebrows. (NOTE: extra wig hair can be used for mustache 
extent ions und/or beard) To complete appliance, color lates with 
make-up of appropriate tone.

These insignia pins arc wom on the right collar and denote duty or divisional assignment 
These insignia represent various KAG divisions and duty recognition areas KAG 
Divisions: Imp Navy, Ixnp Intelligence, KAG Quartermasters, and Imp Xcnolxgion 
Imperial Guard is a now-dcfunct Division, however two KAG vessels - IKV Reign of 
Terror and IKV Stormbringcr - have been approved to continue wearing the insignia of 
this Division that they honorably served Imperial Fleet Mamies, once a separate KAG 
Division, is now a Department of the Imp. Navy. However, they also have been approved 
to continue wearing the IMF Duty Pin (this also serves to recognize a Marine and the 
proper Marine rank denotation. This recognition of different rank denotation holds true 
with the Imperial Xeno-Lcgion which also uses Marine ranks. KAG Command is a duty 
recognition insignia to show that the person is part of KAG COMMAND (Fleet and 
Divisional Commanders and above). Kanadian Fleets insignia is worn by the three Imp 
Naval Fleets located in Canada. At one time, Canada was but one Fleet and used this 
insignia to denote KAG Naval personnel in that country 


Origins: The FASA book THE Ki JNGONS notes that these insignia pins may also be 
officially issued for vessels that have earned distinction in combat Also that there auc 
unofficial insignia issued by Sliip Commanders to instill pride and unity among 
personnel. This is not the ease in the Klingon Assault Group. Paramount has never stated 
exactly what these collar pins represent, so the FASA definitions have been accepted 



Credit These insignia were derived by placing the divisiona 1/duty initial within a circle, 
i c - Imperial Navy 'N \ The alphabet used is the Paramount version created bv Astra 
linage Corporation with the following exceptions: Imperial Xeno-Ixgion uses a stylized 
"X” and K AG Quartermasters uses the "K" letter from the fan-produced manual US S 
Enterprise Officer's Manual whose alphabet was designed by Jeffery Mandel Kanadian 
Fleets do use the Astra Image Corporation alphabet, but uses the letter "q" An 
explanation of the discrepancies of the Kanadian Fleet’s and KAG Quartermaster's letters 
is due to the fact that KAG Quartermaster began using the Mandel "K" letter for their 
Divisional insignia before a Kanadian Fleets insignia was created. The choice of the 
Mandel TC was because there is no "Q" in that alphabet. When Duty Insignia was 
designed.
